The state boar d of agr icultur e 
this mor ning began, in this city, 
the wor k of selecting a location for 
the pr oposed state fair , pr ovided 
for by an act of the r ecent legisla­ 
tur e. 
Sedaiia, 
Mar shall, Chillicothe, 
Aiober ly, Centr alia and Mexico ar e 
the cities that have asked to be 
chosen, and the boar d will visit 
each in tur n, r eceiving whatever 
pr opositions ar e to be made. 
A 
meeting will be held in the gov­ 
er nor ’s office at the state capital 
Satur day 
after noon, 
when 
the 
pr opositions will be compar ed and 
the infor mal announcement of the 
boar d’s selection be made. 
It will r equir e the opinion of the 
attor ney gener al of the state upon 
the 
cor r ectness 
of 
the 
deed of 
tr ansfer to the state of the r eal 
estate chosen as the site tojmake the 
boar d’s selection binding, but the 
member s of the boar d expect no 
r ever sal, 
and 
believe 
that 
the 
choice made on Satur day will be­ 
come the site of the pr oposed state 
fair .

and stated that the boar d was then 
beginning its w ee k ’s wor k. 
They 
would spend the day in Sedaiia, 
leaving 
tomor r ow mor ning at 5 
o’clock for Mar shall, going thence 
to Chillicothe and the other Nor th 
Missour i cities. 
“ 
W e will meet in the gover nor ’s 
office at Jeffer son C ity Satur day 
after noon,"” 
he said, “ 
and I hope 
to be able to announce the location 
of the pr oposed state fair in the 
Sunday mor ning paper s. 
“ 
O f cour se, you know the attor - 


the title of tl^ lands conveyed be­ 
for e our selection will become cer ­ 
tain, but we expect 
no tr ouble 
fr om that scor e.” 
W hen asked as to 
how much 
money the pr oposed fair would r e­ 
ceive fr om the state, the secr etar y 
said : 
“ 
None. 
But we alr eady have 
$7,000 der ived fr om 
licenses on 
bookmaker s at r aces, and we ex­ 
pect an income of $10,000 or $15,- 
000 
fr om 
the 
same sour ce 
this 
year . 
The license bn pool seller s 
has been incr eased fr om $2 to $5 
per day, which will add to the in­ 
come. 
“ 
Besides, the legislatur e has pr o­ 
vided that each tr ack may have 
ninety days’ r acing a year instead 
of sixty. 
St. Louis 
alr eady has 
one tr ack and another will be built 
soon. 
The tr ack at Kansas City 
may be discontinued, but a new 
one will be built on the opposite 
side of the r iver , in Clay county, 
which will 
have per haps 
ninety 
days’ r acing, 
‘ T sh uld not be sur pr ised if the 
fund available r eaches $25,000 or 
$30,000 in a year or 
two, and 
that, including gate r eceipts and 
other income, 
will make a sum 
sufficient to make the fair a suc­ 
cess.” 
Another member of the boar d 
said, 
in 
discussing 
the 
income 
fr om 
licensing 
bookmaker s 
at 
r aces : 
“ 
I have seen as many as for ty 
bookmaker s selling 
pools in St. 
Louis on cer tain days, but this is 
unusual, the aver age being twenty 
to twenty-five. 
Y o u can see, fr om 
this one tr ack, what the income 
would amount to. 
N o w add one 
or mor e tr acks, and thir ty days’ 
r acing to each tr ack, and you can 
see what a nice thing is in stor e fcr 
the state fair .” 
Secr etar y R ippey said he hoped 
the fir st fair would be held in 1900. 
“ 
It was the 
intention 
of 
the 
member s of the legislatur e, when 
the bill was passed, to hold a fair 
this year , but that can har dly be 
br ought about.” 
The boar d is quar ter ed at Hotel 
Huckins. 
The 
member s 
wer e 
taken in char ge 
by 
the 
Sedaiia 
committee and citizens, who will 
leave nothing undone to impr ess 
upon 
them the soundness of our 
claims. 
The member s of the boar d 
wer e entir ely 
non-committal, 
of 
cour se, but said they would weigh 
car efully ever y ar gument advanced, 
and would endeavor to decide ab­ 
solutely impar tially, and to the best 
advantage 
of the people of the 
whole state.

The combination is 
certain to 
control the labor market and so in­ 
deed reduce the cost of production 
but at the expense of the laboring 
men. 
It will control the output 
in its line and so control the price 
of 
the 
goods

W hen they can raise the price just 
as well as lower it and no compe­ 
tition is present to prevent, who is 
fool enough to believe that con­ 
sideration for the public will over­ 
balance selfishness. 
The Chicago Tribune is able to 
see how trusts reduce the cost of 
production, but it is troubled to 
find th a t, they as invariably raise 
the prices of articles to the pur­ 
chaser. 
A s an instance of this, it 
adduces steel rails. 
That trust, it 
says, took advantage of the tariff, 
and charged the consumers every 
cent possible. 
W hen the steel rail 
pool went to pieces, prices fell and 
became reasonable.

HE KILLED HIS HROTHEK 


Lett a Note Sa y ing- Fina ncia l Depres­ 
sion Wa s Too Much tor Him-- 
Ev entful Life. 


K a n s a s C i t y , M o . , May 29.— 
Dr. Richmo nd Co rnwall, slay er o f 
his bro ther, o nce su^ected o f wife- 
murder and twice o f the murder o f 
y o ung wo men, o ne o f them Maude 
Belle Bo nesteel, the my stery abo ut 
who se disappearance has 
nev er 
been cleared, k illed himself early 
Sunday mo rning. 
After an ev ening spent at the 
theater and a careful preparatio n 
o f the details o f his self-destruc­ 
tio n, such as writing no tes and a 
last go o do y to his wife and baby , 
Dr. Co rnwall put a bullet into his 
brain in the y ard surro unding the 
residence o f his bro ther-in-law. Dr. 
J. C. Whittier, No . 4033 Warwick 
bo ulev ard. 
He used the same re­ 
v o lv er with 
which he sho t his 
bro ther, Herbert, to death in St. 
Lo uis cn the mo rning o f July 7 , 
1S9 7 . 
The fatal sho t was fired between 
midnight Saturday and i o ’clo ck 
Sunday mo rning. 
It 
was no t, 
ho wev er, disco v ered until 5 o ’clo ck 
Sunday mo rning that Dr, Co rn­ 
wall had tak en his o wn life. 
At 
that ho ur Lawrence E. Spencer, o f 
No . 2305 McGee street, a neighbo r 
o f the dead man, inaugurated a 
search fo r him at the request o f the 
anx io us wife, who had had mis­ 
giv ings fo r the safety o f her hus­ 
band when he did no t appear, he 
hav ing to ld her early Saturday 
ev ening that he was go ing to the 
theater. 
Mr. Spencer walk ed 
to 
Dr. 
W hittier’s ho use, which is o nly a 
few blo ck s distant. He appro ached 
the ho use fro m the east to enter the 
so uth gate. 
There o n the lawn be­ 
hind a clump o f shrubbery , he saw 
the bo dy o f Dr. Co rnwall, l}ing 
face do wnward. 
The right hand 
tightly clasped a bull-do g rev o lv er. 
The head rested o n the left fo re­ 
arm. Stepping clo ser, Mr. Spencer 
saw a bullet-ho le in the right side 
o f the neck , two inches belo w the 
right ear, and o ne inch to the left. 
A small clo t o f blo o d had co n­ 
gealed o n the dead man’s co llar. 
There was no need fo r a further 
ex aminatio n o r reaso n to ex plo it a 
theo ry o f murder. 
Dr. Co rnwall 
had ev idently lain do wn, and wnth 
his o wn hand had ended his life. 
He had held the muzzle o f the re- 
v Dlv er in such a way that the mes­ 
senger o f death it had dispatched 
had penetrated the brain, causing 
almo st instant death. 
No twithstanding that the neigh­ 
bo rho o d in which Dr. Co rnwall 
cho se to settle his last acco unt is in 
the mo st fashio nable po rtio n o f 
Hy de park , and is thick ly settled, 
no o ne seems to hav e heard the 
sho t. 
When he had reco v ered himself, 
Mr. Spencer hastily aro used Dr. 
Whittier and his wife. Dr. Co rn­ 
wall’s sisters, and the co ro ner was 
no tified. 
This simple no te they fo und in 
the po ck et o f the dead man’s v est, 
ex plaining, in a way , the cause o f 
the deed : 
Financial depressio n to o much 
fo r me. 
I cho se this spo t so as to 
be nearer to the cemetery 
fo r 
burial.

The no te had been written o n 
Dr. Co rnwall’s o ffice paper, and 
had ev idently been penned in his 
o ffice at No . 
215 West Ninth 
street, befo re go ing to the theater, 
o r so me time during the day .

“ pa” is meant his aged father, 
Jo hn Co rnwall, 
who mak es his 
ho me with Dr. Whittier. “ Clark ” 
is Dr. Whittier and “ Emma” is 
his wife. 
The reference to Ida 
co ncerns Dr. Co rnwall’s present 
wife, with who m he has liv ed, 
with a baby girl, fo r the past 
three y ears at No . 3141 McGee 
street. 
It was in the nature o f a 
po stscript, and had been written 
with a pencil. 
Dr. Co rnwall led an ev entful 
life. 
Thirty -three y ears ago he 
was bo rn o n a ship in a harbo r o f 
Peru. 
In his y o uth he was a medi­ 
cal student in St. Lo uis. 
There 
he met Annette Carnall, a beautiful 
y o ung girl. 
It seemed to be a case 
o f lo v e at first sight, but o ne night, 
after Dr. Co rnall had sent the girl 
a bunch o f flo wers, she died sud­ 
denly . 
It 
was 
suspected 
that 
thro ugh the instrumentality o f the 
flo wers she had been po iso ned by 
Dr. Co rnwall. 
Less than a y ear later Dr. Co rn­ 
wall elo ped fro m St. Lo uis to Kan­ 
sas City with Mabel Rice. 
While 
she was seek ing the fo rgiv eness o f 
her parents she died my sterio usly 
and unex pectedly . 
It was suspect­ 
ed that she had been murdered, but 
no thing dev elo ped to pro v e this. 
One week later NIaude Belle 
Bo nesteel, daughter o f a Kansas 
City phy sician, disappeared. 
She 
left her ho me to go to the o ffice o f 
Dr. Co rnwall to hav e a criminal 
o peratio n perfo rmed. 
This much 
Dr. Co rnwall admitted, but he pro ­ 
tested that the o peratio n had no t 
been perfo rmed, and that he k new 
no thing abo ut the girl’s disappear­ 
ance. 
She has nev er been fo und, 
no r hav e her peo ple ev er learned 
any thing further co ncerning her. 
When Maude Belle Bo nesteel 
disappeared Herbert Co rnwall, the 
“ ne’er-do -well” bro ther o f Rich­ 
mo nd, was v isiting the do cto r here. 
He k new so mething abo ut the girl’s 
fate, and in his cups he bo asted o f 
it. 
Less than three y ears later Dr. 
Richmo d Co rnwall k illed Herbert 
Co rnwall in the so da facto ry in St. 
Lo uis o wned by the father o f the 
two bo y s. 
It was a blo o dy affray , 
with the aged father as the so le 
witness. 
Fo r that crime Dr. Co rn­ 
wall escaped punishment, as the 
grand jury failed to indict him. 
Financial tro ubles are giv en as 
the cause o f the suicide. 
A mo rt­ 
gage o f $1,500 o n Dr. Co rnwall’s 
ho me matures 
to day . 
He had 
but a few do llars o utside o f this 
equity in his ho me. 
Thus the 
theo ry o f financial tro uble finds a 
basis, but it was a blo o dy ending 
o f a blo o dy life, and Dr. Co rnwall 
carried with him to his grav e the 
k no wledge o f the fo ur tragedies o f 
his life—the death o f his sweet­ 
heart, the death o f his wife, the 
death o f his bro ther and the disap­ 
pearance o f Maude Belle Bo nesteel.
